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Introduction 


In  the  ten  years  since  the  Council  was 
founded  in  1966,  it  has  provided 
technical  assistance,  information, 
support  service  and  over  $  5  million  in 
direct  contractual  funding  to  Massa- 
chusetts arts  and  humanities  organi- 
zations. In  addition  the  Council  has 
acted  as  an  advocate  for  the  arts  and 
humanities.  It  has  conducted  surveys 
documenting  the  cultural  needs  and 
resources  in  Massachusetts  and  con- 
tinually works  with  individuals,  or- 
ganizations, artists,  foundations,  cor- 
porations and  state  and  federal  agen- 
cies to  stimulate,  encourage,  and 
promote  the  arts  and  humanities  in 
Massachusetts.  The  Council  has 
made  possible  hundreds  of  arts  pro- 
grams including  "Summerthing" 
programs  in  Boston,  free  admissions 
at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
summer  performances  of  the  Berk- 
shire Theater  Festival,  and  education 
programs  at  the  Worcester  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts.  Some  of  the  Council's 
activities  in  the  past  two  years 
include: 

•  developing  and  publishing  tourist 
information  and  special  brochures 
promoting  cultural  organizations 
around  the  state 

•  developing  a  regional  touring  pro- 
gram for  performing  arts  organiza- 
tions and  publishing  a  handbook 
for  sponsors  of  performing  arts 
events 

•  working  with  Boston  area  perform- 


ing  groups  to  set  up  a  cooperative 
audience  development  program 

•  developing  a  comprehensive  sur- 
vey  of  performing  arts  facilities  in 
Massachusetts  to  aid  groups  in 
touring 

•  acting  as  an  information  resource 
center 

•  producing  radio  public  service  an- 
nouncements promoting  the  arts 

•  overseeing  the  production  of  films 
about  the  arts  by  Massachusetts 
filmmakers  that  were  screened  in 
Massachusetts  movie  theaters 

•  assisting  in  bringing  the  Abbey 
Theatre  to  Boston 

•  providing  $2.3  million  to  Massa- 
chusetts arts  and  humanities  or- 
ganizations  making  possible  300 
programs  reaching  an  estimated 
audience  of  16  million  people 

•  making  possible  110  fellowships  to 
Massachusetts  artists  through  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  and  Human- 
ities Foundation 

•  making  possible  53  Artists-in- 
Residence  programs  of  poets. 
Dance  companies,  visual  artists, 
and  filmmakers  in  Massachusetts 
schools  and  community  organiza- 
tions 

•  providing  funding  to  49  museums, 
libraries,  towns,  and  historical  or- 
ganizations,  for  the  conservation  of 
art  objects  and  historic  documents 

In  1976,  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  provided  more  than 
$3.32  million  in  federal  money  for 
216  arts  programs  in  Massachusetts, 
making  the  Bay  State  the  third  high- 


est nationally  in  the  level  of  federal 
dollars  awarded  for  arts  programs. 
The  Council  has  continually  re- 
searched additional  funding  sources 
and  alerted  artists  and  organizations 
to  new  funding  possibilities. 

The  arts  are  not  only  essential  to 
the  quality  of  life  and  the  vitality  of 
our  state's  diverse  cultures,  but  are 
also  essential  to  the  economic  health 
of  our  Commonwealth.  The  many 
museums,  orchestras,  theaters  and 
other  cultural  organizations  make  up 
a  significant  portion  of  the  state's 
economy.  A  1972  survey  A  STUDY 
OF  THE  ECONOMICS  OF  NON- 
PROFIT ARTS  AND  HUMANITIES 
ORGANIZATIONS  IN  THE  COM- 
MONWEALTH OF  MASSACHU- 
SETTS, by  the  Becker  Research  Cor- 
poration found  that  285  arts  and 
humanities  organizations  had  a  total 
financial  impact  on  the  state's  econ- 
omy exceeding  71  million  dollars  and 
employed  over  10,300  people.  In  the 
same  year,  a  study  by  the  Arthur  D. 
Little  Company,  MASSACHUSETTS: 
A  QUALITY  OF  LIFE,  found  that  the 
cultural  climate  in  Massachusetts 
was  a  major  attraction  for  industry- 
Massachusetts  is  not  in  a  position  to 
compete  with  other  states  for  busi- 
ness on  the  basis  of  low  taxes,  cheap 
labor,  cheap  energy,  or  readily  avail- 
able natural  resources.  Massachu- 
setts is,  however,  ideally  suited  for 
some  businesses,  including  high 
technology  industry,  insurance,  bank- 
ing, and  education.  For  these  busi- 
nesses the  lively  cultural  climate  is  a 


major  inducement  in  executive  re- 
cruiting. 

The  Council  was  established  in 
1966  during  a  time  of  renewed  inter- 
est in  the  arts  as  a  public  resource 
and  as  expressions  of  our  cultural 
roots.  There  was  also  a  growing 
realization  that  arts  organizations 
faced  a  financial  crisis  brought  on  by 
rising  costs  and  the  strain  of  in- 
creased public  demand.  Established 
institutions  were  beginning  to  find 
that  the  fixed  incomes  of  their  en- 
dowments and  the  contributions  of 
their  traditional  private  funding 
sources  were  no  longer  meeting  ex- 
penses. For  younger  organizations, 
operating  costs  were  becoming  a 
crushing  burden.  The  gap  between 
expenses  and  earned  income  was 
widening.  In  the  past  ten  years  we 
have  watched  both  the  enthusiasm 
and  the  problems  increase. 

Massachusetts  artists  and  arts  or- 
ganizations need  more  help  from 
business  and  foundations,  and  from 
local,  state,  and  federal  government. 
Massachusetts  boasts  some  of  the 
finest  arts  and  humanities  organiza- 
tions in  the  world,  but  they  are  all 
operating  below  potential  because  of 
lack  of  money  Without  additional 
support  for  its  cultural  resources  the 
Bay  State  may  lose  its  importance  as 
a  cultural  and  economic  center.  If  our 
arts  and  humanities  organizations 
are  supported  and  allowed  to 
flourish,  they  will  continue  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  life  in  Massa- 
chusetts, provide  jobs,  and  attract 
business  for  the  benefit  of  all. 


How  the  Council 
Operates 

A  State  Agency 

The  Council  is  a  state  agency  estab- 
lished by  the  Massachusetts  state 
legislature  in  1966.  The  Council 
works  with  government  agencies, 
both  on  the  state  and  federal  level, 
and  with  private  organizations  and 
foundations  to  aid  the  arts  and 
humanities.  There  are  two  other 
agencies  with  similar  names  and 
complementary  mandates  which  are 
sometimes  confused  with  the  Coun- 
cil. The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  is  a  federal  agency  established 
by  Congress  in  1965  to  "provide 
adequate  programs,  facilities,  and 
services  in  the  arts  for  the  people  and 
communities  in  each  of  the  several 
states".  The  Endowment  funds  arts 
organizations,  state  agencies,  and  in- 
dividual artists. 

The  Massachusetts  Arts  and 
Humanities  Foundation  is  a  private 
non-profit  organization  which  sup- 
ports individual  artists  in  Massachu- 
setts and  which  receives  funds  from 
public  and  private  sources.  The 
Foundation  is  also  the  agency  desig- 
nated by  the  Council  to  administer 
two  federally-funded  Council  pro- 
grams: Artists-in-Residence  and 
Dance  Touring. 


Major  Goals 

The  major  goals  of  the  Council  are: 

•  to  make  the  arts  more  widely  avail- 
able to  everyone  in  Massachusetts 

•  to  strengthen  and  preserve  our  var- 
ied  cultural  heritage 

•  to  support  the  work  of  cultural  or- 
ganizations  and  artists  in  the  public 
interest 

The  Council  does  not  itself  produce 
concerts,  dance,  or  theater  perfor- 
mances or  undertake  other  projects 
best  administered  by  appropriate 
cultural  organizations.  By  helping 
improve  the  availability  of  existing 
talent  and  facilities,  the  Council  is 
able  to  use  its  limited  funds  to  fullest 
advantage. 

Council  Structure 

The  Council  is  an  agency  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Educational  Af- 
fairs. The  Council's  board  is  com- 
posed of  fifteen  private  citizens,  of 
recognized  accomplishments  in  the 
arts  and  humanities,  appointed  by 
the  governor,  who  serve  without  pay 
for  staggered  three-year  terms.  The 
Council  board  meets  regularly  to 
develop  policy  and  to  determine 
Council  funding.  A  professional  staff 
manages  the  Council's  day-to-day 
operations  and  administers  the 
Council  services. 

How  Council  Decisions 
are  Made 

All  funding  and  policy  decisions  are 
made  by  majority  vote  of  the  Council. 
Applications  for  financial  assistance 


are  reviewed  by  the  Council  staff,  ad- 
visory panels  of  experts  and  the 
Council  board  itself.  All  final  deci- 
sions are  made  by  the  members  of  the 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities 
based  primarily  on  artistic  and 
humanistic  excellence,  financial 
need,  the  extent  and  quality  of  ser- 
vices provided  to  the  public,  the  or- 
ganization's ability  to  carry  out  the 
proposed  program,  and  the  fiscal  re- 
sponsibility and  sound  management 
of  the  applicant  organization.  In  re- 
viewing applications  the  Council  con- 
siders the  organization's  community 
involvement  and  support  and  the 
record  of  its  efforts  to  increase  in- 
come from  other  sources.  The  Coun- 
cil also  gives  consideration  to  the 
geographic  distribution  of  its  total 
state  program. 


Program 
Development 


In  addition  to  providing  funding  and 
services  to  individual  arts  and 
humanities  organizations,  the  Coun- 
cil develops  programs  that  meet 
common  needs  of  the  cultural  com- 
munity. The  Council's  Program 
Development  department  researches 
and  develops  these  programs  while 
working  with  other  agencies  and  or- 
ganizations to  implement  programs 
and  to  broaden  awareness  of  the  arts 
and  humanities. 

Tourism 

In  July  1976,  the  Council  published 
COLLECTIONS  OF  MASSACHU- 
SETTS, an  illustrated,  pocket-sized 
guide  to  Bay  State  museums  and 
historical  societies.  The  guide  was 
designed  to  have  something  for 
everyone  and  is  useful  for  both 
tourists  and  residents.  It  lists  by 
categories  such  as  folk  art,  furniture, 
and  painting  the  collections  of 
ninety-two  Bay  State  museums  and 
historical  societies.  There  is  also  a 
separate  alphabetical  listing  of  or- 
ganizations along  with  their  ad- 
dresses, phone  numbers,  admission 
hours,  and  whether  or  not  they 
charge  a  fee. 

COLLECTIONS  OF  MASSACHU- 
SETTS is  the  first  of  a  series  of  travel 
and  art  information  guides  being 
developed  by  the  Council.   Other 


brochures  planned  for  publication  in- 
clude regional  guides  of  the  state, 
and  a  guide  to  mansions  and  architec- 
ture. The  regional  guides  include 
map  tours  with  brief  descriptions  of 
240  of  the  best  places  to  visit  in  the 
Bay  State,  and  informative  introduc- 
tions by  Christina  Tree,  author  of 
How  New  England  Happened.  The 
architecture  and  mansions  guide  is  a 
32-page  booklet  featuring  twelve 
mansions  and  listing  more  than  fifty 
other  houses  according  to  their  ar- 
chitectural style  along  with  photo- 
graphs and  information  written  by 
Margaret  Smith,  Director  of  the  His- 
toric Preservation  Program  of  the 
American  and  New  England  Studies 
Program,  Boston  University. 

For  each  brochure,  the  Council  has 
commissioned  an  article  and  bibliog- 
raphy written  by  an  expert  in  the 
field.  For  the  COLLECTIONS  guide, 
the  material  was  written  by  S.  Lane 
Faison,  Jr.,  an  authority  on  Massa- 
chusetts museums  and  former  di- 
rector of  the  Williams  College 
Museum  of  Art;  for  the  regional 
guides  the  material  was  written  by 
Henry  Steele  Commager.  i 

The  guide  was  produced  with  a 
matching  grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  a  federal 
agency,  and  is  being  distributed  in 
cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Travel,  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Development,  the 
Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Vacation  Travel,  Boston  200,  and 
Massachusetts  museums  and  histori- 
cal societies. 


Arts  /Boston 

Recently  there  has  been  a  revival  of 
the  performing  arts  in  the  Boston 
area  due  in  part  to  Arts/Boston,  a 
cooperative  audience  development 
program  developed  by  the  Council 
and  other  cultural  organizations. 

In  1974  Representatives  from  the 
Metropolitan  Cultural  Alliance,  the 
League  of  Local  Theatres,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities,  and  the  Theatre  Devel- 
opment Fund  of  New  York  drafted  a 
proposal  that  included  an  incentive 
program  which  would  subsidize 
attendance  for  the  benefit  of  the 
participating  performing  arts  organi- 
zations. Under  the  program  potential 
audiences  were  identified  by  the  or- 
ganizations and  were  offered  reduced 
admission  prices  through  the  use  of 
special  vouchers. 

In  October  of  1974,  the  Council  al- 
located $15,000  for  the  project  which 
made  possible  a  grant  of  $20,000 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  In  the  past  two  years  the 
number  of  performing  arts  groups 
participating  in  the  program  has 
grown  from  47  in  1976  to  65  in  1977. 
In  the  first  9  months  of  fiscal  year 
1977  Arts/Boston  sold  over  20,000 
vouchers  and  has  provided  over 
$40,000  in  redemptions  to  the  par- 
ticipating arts  organizations.  Arts/ 
Boston  is  currently  providing  some  of 
the  answers  to  the  problem  of  audi- 
ence development  in  Boston. 


Facilities  Study 

The  Council  is  currently  conducting  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  performing 
arts  facilities  across  the  state,  detail- 
ing everything  from  the  color  of  the 
backdrops  to  whether  or  not  there  is 
an  electric  iron  in  the  dressing  room. 
Each  study  runs  eleven  pages  and 
includes  photographs  and  complete 
technical  specifications  and  dia- 
grams. This  project  meets  one  of  the 
most  pressing  needs  cited  by  per- 
forming arts  groups  touring  the  state. 
It  is  often  impossible  for  groups  to 
obtain  accurate  information  about  the 
facilities  where  they  are  booked,  and 
as  a  result  they  are  forced  to  go  into 
performances  without  basic  knowl- 
edge of  the  facilities  they  are  using. 
The  facilities  study  is  available  at  the 
Council  office. 


Technical 
Assistance 


The  Technical  Assistance  program 
makes  available  to  organizations 
short-term  consultations  with  ex- 
perts on  specific  management, 
development,  artistic,  or  technical 
problems.  It  offers  the  services  of  a 
Council  staff  member  or  a  specialist 
to  help  solve  problems  that  require 
particular  skills  and  knowledge  not 
available  within  the  staff  of  the  appli- 
cant organization.  Bookkeeping,  ad- 
ministration, audience  development, 
fund-raising,  exhibition  improve- 
ment, and  publicity  are  some  of  the 
areas  where  the  recommendations  of 
a  special  consultant  may  help  an 
organization's  staff.  Examples  of 
organizations  receiving  technical 
assistance  are  the  Portuguese  Heri- 
tage Foundation,  which  received 
funding  to  assist  in  the  development 
and  design  of  a  proposed  ethnic 
museum,  and  the  Artists  Association 
of  Nantucket,  for  assistance  in  devel- 
opment of  a  sales  accounting  system. 
Applications  are  accepted  through- 
out the  year. 


Advocacy 


Promoting  the  arts  and  helping  indi- 
vidual artists  and  humanists  has  al- 
ways been  a  top  priority  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Council  director  as  well  as 
individual  council  and  staff  members 
continually  meet  with  representa- 
tives from  foundations,  businesses, 
organizations,  government  agencies, 
and  private  individuals  to  solve  spe- 
cific problems  and  to  find  new  ways 
to  promote  the  arts  and  humanities. 
Every  sector  of  our  society  has  a  stake 
in  our  cultural  life  and  the  Council  has 
sought  to  tap  all  the  resources  avail- 
able for  the  arts. 

Often  the  Council's  advocacy  takes 
the  form  of  discussions  and  meetings 
relating  to  particular  interests,  but  it 
also  seeks  to  encourage  the  broadest 
possible  participation  in  the  arts. 
This  year  the  Council  produced  a  se- 
ries of  radio  public  service  an- 
nouncements pointing  out  what  a 
great  bargain  the  arts  are  and  how  to 
take  advantage  of  the  variety  of 
museum  shops,  small  presses,  librar- 
ies, art  galleries,  theaters,  and  per- 
forming arts  groups  in  Massachu- 
setts. The  spots  were  then  expanded 
to  a  series  of  radio  features  which  are 
being  aired  on  Massachusetts  radio 
stations. 


Filmmakers  Look 
at  the  Arts 


Filmmakers  look  at  the  Arts  was  a 
federally-funded  project  developed 
by  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the 
Arts  and  Humanities  and  the  Univer- 
sity Film  Study  Center  to  promote 
film  as  an  art  form  and  at  the  same 
time  focus  attention  on  the  vitality  of 
the  Massachusetts  arts  community 
The  project  included  four  films,  from 
5  to  8  minutes  long,  that  were  shown 
as  shorts  in  Massachusetts  movie 
theaters,  and  three  films  of  less  than 
a  minute  long  used  by  Massachusetts 
television  stations  as  Public  Service 
Announcements. 

The  filmmakers,  Joyce  Chopra, 
Peter  Hoving,  Len  Gittleman,  Wayne 
Wadhams,  Eric  Durst,  Lynne  Smith, 
and  Jon  Rubin,  were  selected  by  a 
special  panel  on  the  basis  of  the  qual- 
ity and  artistic  merit  of  their  work. 
They  were  given  complete  artistic 
freedom,  and  allowed  to  choose  the 
subject,  and  treatment  they  consid- 
ered most  suitable.  The  only  restric- 
tion was  that  the  films  relate  to  the 
arts  in  Massachusetts. 

The  project  was  made  possible 
with  the  support  of  Sack  Theaters, 
who  screened  the  films  in  Boston, 
Sonny  and  Eddie  Theaters,  General 
Cinema,  and  independent  movie 
theaters  around  the  state. 


The  New  England 
Touring  Program 


Recently  the  climate  for  the  perform- 
ing arts  in  New  England  has  been 
improved  dramatically  through  the 
New  England  Touring  Program,  a  re- 
gional project  of  the  six  New  England 
states  which  makes  performing 
groups  of  high  professional  caliber 
available  to  audiences  throughout 
the  region.  The  Program  provides 
financial  assistance  to  sponsors  in 
Massachusetts  who  book  New  En- 
gland talent  and  offers  advice  and 
help  to  performing  groups  who  tour 
throughout  the  six  states. 

Since  it  began  in  1976,  the  New 
England  Touring  Program  has  grown 
to  include  42  performing  groups  and 
110  sponsoring  organizations.  At  the 
end  of  the  initial  grant  period  in  July, 
1977,  NETP  had  generated  over 
$150,000  in  performance  fees  with 
over  25%  of  this  amount  benefiting 
Massachusetts  sponsors  and  per- 
formers. The  Program  offers  per- 
forming groups  increased  touring 
opportunities  through  the  develop- 
ment of  a  network  of  strong  local 
sponsors.  In  the  past  many  New  En- 
gland sponsors  turned  to  booking 
agencies  in  New  York  for  performing 
groups.  Now  the  New  England  Tour- 
ing Program  provides  a  framework  in 
which  the  region's  groups  can  com- 
pete effectively  with  New  York  agen- 
cies for  local  bookings. 


Another  valuable  service  to  per- 
forming groups  has  been  the  Pro- 
gram's development  of  an  up-to-date 
list  providing  information  on  the 
addresses,  budgets,  and  facilities 
of  eleven  hundred  New  England 
sponsors.  This  allows  groups  to  pro- 
mote their  work  and  set  up  touring 
schedules  in  accordance  with  their 
needs.  Computer  print-outs  of  the 
sponsor  list  are  available  for  pur- 
chase. 

The  New  England  Touring  Pro- 
gram has  also  published  a  book, 
PRESENTING  PERFORMANCES:  A 
HANDBOOK  FOR  SPONSORS  by 
Thomas  Wolf,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Council.  It  sold  out  two  months 
after  publication  and  a  second  ex- 
panded edition  is  now  in  progress. 
This  book  provides  technical  infor- 
mation to  organizations  wishing  to 
sponsor  performances. 

Another  component  of  the  New 
England  Touring  Program  is  the  New 
England  Contemporary  Music  Cur- 
cuit.  Through  the  financial  assistance 
this  program  offers,  audiences  in 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and 
Rhode  Island  are  given  the  opportu- 
nity to  attend  performances  of  music 
composed  within  the  last  ten  years. 
These  concerts  bring  the  work  of 
contemporary  composers  to  areas 
that  do  not  normally  have  access  to 
new  music. 

The  New  England  Touring  Pro- 
gram and  Contemporary  Music 
Circuit  are  programs  of  the  New 
England  Foundation  for  the  Arts,  a 
private  corporation  which  is  a  con- 


sortium  of  the  six  New  England 
state  arts  agencies  and  was  set  up 
to  administer  arts  projects  for  the 
region.  Two  members  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  serve  as  Board  members 
of  this  corporation. 


Artists-in-Residence 

The  Artists-in  Residence  Program 
enables  artists  to  pursue  their  own 
work  in  Massachusetts  schools  and 
communities  during  residencies  that 
range  from  two  to  six  months.  The 
program  is  directed  toward  the  entire 
community  and  has  been  centered  in 
sites  which  provide  work  space  for 
the  artists  and  a  focal  point  for  the 
communitY.  The  artists  are  able  to 
work  on  their  own  while  serving 
as  a  resource  for  students,  teachers, 
and  communitY  residents.  The  pri- 
mary objective  is  to  encourage  the 
sustained,  long-range  involvement 
of  professional  artists  in  schools,  li- 
braries, and  other  community  in- 
stitutions. 

The  Artists-in-Residence  Program 
is  administered  by  the  Massachusetts 
Arts  and  Humanities  Foundation, 
Inc.  under  contract  with  the  Council. 
As  the  Council-designated  agency  for 
this  federally-funded  program,  the 
Foundation  receives  financial  sup- 
port from  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts,  local  residency  sponsors. 


and  the  Council.  In  addition  to  fund- 
ing, local  sponsors  provide  facilities, 
equipment,  and  space  and  assist  the 
Foundation  staff  in  coordinating  the 
program.  Poets,  painters,  photo- 
graphers, sculptors,  filmmakers, 
video  artists,  and  dance  companies 
have  participated  in  the  program. 


Artists 
Fellowship  Program 


All  arts  organizations  ultimately  de- 
pend on  the  achievements  of  the 
individual  artist.  To  encourage  the 
Commonwealth's  finest  talent,  the 
Council  provides  funds  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Arts  and  Humanities  Foun- 
dation for  the  Artists  Fellowship  Pro- 
gram, which  provides  fellowships  of 
$3,000  each  to  individual  creative 
artists  in  Massachusetts.  The  fellow- 
ships are  awarded  solely  on  the  basis 
of  artistic  excellence  in  painting, 
printmaking,  sculpture,  photography, 
poetry,  playwriting,  fiction,  music 
composition,  video,  film,  and  chore- 
ography In  each  of  the  past  two 
years,  the  Foundation  has  awarded 
50-60  individual  fellowships.  Addi- 
tional major  funding  for  the  fellow- 
ship program  is  provided  by  the 
Polaroid  Foundation  which  in  Fiscal 
Year  1977  provided  $6,000  for  pho- 
tography fellowships. 


Dance  Touring 
Program 


The  Dance  Touring  Program  has 
helped  develop  audiences  for  dance 
by  bringing  many  of  the  nation's 
finest  contempory  dance  companies 
to  Massachusetts  for  residencies 
ranging  from  one  to  four  weeks.  The 
residencies  include  performances, 
workshops,  lecture-demonstrations, 
classes,  and  other  dance  related 
activities. 

The  Council  has  designated  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  and  Humanities 
Foundation  as  the  cooperating 
agency  in  Massachusetts  to  adminis- 
ter the  Dance  Touring  Program, 
which  is  also  funded  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  local 
sponsors. 


Financial  Assistance 

to  Cultural 

Organizations 


Financial  Assistance  to  Cultural  Or- 
ganizations provides  funds  to  non- 
profit professionally-directed  arts 
and  humanities  organizations  in 
Massachusetts  for  programs  benefit- 
ing the  public.  In  fiscal  year  1976,  the 
Council  received  208  applications  for 


financial  assistance  and  approved 
$912,753  in  assistance  to  85  organi- 
zations. During  that  fiscal  year  the 
legislature  cut  state  funding  for  the 
arts  by  $600,000,  leaving  the  Council 
with  only  $492,000  for  the  financial 
assistance  program.  For  1977,  the 
Council  approved  funding  for  100  or- 
ganizations totalling  $806,504. 

Community  Arts 

In  1976,  the  Council's  Community 
Arts  Services  (previously  State/Local 
Partnership  Services)  provided  as- 
sistance to  service  organizations,  arts 
councils,  and  libraries  for  arts  and 
humanities  programing  of  profes- 
sional quality.  In  1977,  a  full-time 
staff  person  was  hired  to  work  with 
these  organizations,  providing  tech- 
nical assistance,  such  as  advice  on 
fund-raising  and  administration,  and 
to  promote  cooperative  programing 
among  community  groups.  In  1976, 
the  Council  provided  $56,000  to  24 
organizations  under  Community  Arts 
Services.  In  1977,  the  program  was 
incorporated  into  the  Council's  Finan- 
cial Assistance  Program,  and  thirty- 
nine  organizations  were  funded  for  a 
total  of  $136,486. 

Historic  Conservation 

The  Council's  Historic  Conservation 
Program  provides  assistance  for  pro- 
fessional restoration  or  preservation 
of  objects  of  artistic  or  historic  signifi- 
cance (paintings,  prints,  decorative 
arts,  manuscripts,  documents,  maps, 
rare  books,  etc.).  Some  Historic  Con- 


servation  projects  include  the  resto- 
ration of  original  depositions  and  in- 
dictments in  Salem  witchcraft  trials, 
the  conservation  of  prints  and  draw- 
ings by  John  Singer  Sargent,  and  the 
production  of  photographic  prints 
from  glass  negatives  by  black  photo- 
grapher Hamilton  Smith  that  show 
scenes  of  Afro-American  life  in  Bos- 
ton around  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  program  is  open  to  museums, 
historical  societies,  and  other  public 
institutions  or  private  organizations 
with  non-profit  status  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service's  exemp- 
tion statutes. 

Applications  are  reviewed  by  the 
Council  staff,  an  advisory  panel  of 
experts,  and  the  Council  Board.  All 
final  decisions  are  made  by  members 
of  the  Council  based  on  artistic  or 
historic  merit,  the  importance  of  the 
material  to  the  organization,  the  ac- 
cessibility of  the  collection  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  financial  need. 

In  fiscal  year  1976,  the  Council 
provided  $10,000  to  twenty  eight  or- 
ganizations under  the  Historic  Con- 
servation Service.  In  fiscal  year  1977, 
the  Council  is  providing  $9,994  to 
twenty-eight  organizations.
